Coach  Robison,  a U.S.  Olympic 
Team  member  in  1948,  has  built 
a trade  and  field  empire  at  BYU 
since  1949.  His  teams  have  finished 
no  lower  than  second  in  conference 
meets,  and  from  1955-1963  won 
eight  straight  championships.  The 
Cougars  placed  third  in  NCAA  fin- 
als in  1965  and  second  in  1966. 

MORE  HONORED 

Dr.  Riddle,  chairman  of  the  De- 
partment of  Graduate  Studies  of 
Religious  Instruction,  has  taught 
at  BYU  since  1952.  He  holds  the 
Ph.D.  from  Columbia  University. 
In  1962  he  was  honored  as  “Pro- 
fessor of  the  Year.” 

Dr  Murphy  (Ph.D.,  University  of 
Nebraska)  has  taught  at  BYU  since 
1960.  He  is  a member  of  the  Hon- 
or’s Program  Executive  Commit- 
tee, Educational  Media  Advisory 
Committee  and  University  Re- 
sources Committee. 


Dr.  Izatt  has  a total  of  45  publi- 
cations in  American  and  British 
chemical  journals  to  his  credit, 
mostly  in  thermodynamics.  He  has 
directed  the  research  of  numerous 
candidates  for  doctor’s  and  mast- 
er’s degrees  and  is  prominent  in 
many  American  and  British  chem- 
ical societies. 

SCIENTISTS,  MUSICIAN 

Since  coming  to  BYU  in  1957, 
Dr.  Christensen  has  attracted  to 
BYU  substantial  research  grants, 
which  have  yielded  37  substantial 
articles  in  chemical  engineering 
journals.  He  has  served  as  a visit- 
ing scientist  to  Oxford  University, 
England,  and  research  scientists 
with  several  large  firms. 

A BYU  faculty  member  since 
1956,  Dr  Allred  has  investigated 
numerous  medical-entomolog  i c a 1 
problems  and  has  published  over 
70  scientific  articles.  He  also  is 
editor  of  the  BYU  Science  Bulletin, 
recognized  nationally. 

Dr.  Beck,  a BYU  faculty  member 
since  1938,  is  former  chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Zoology  and 
Er'omology.  He  served  the  U.S. 
Army  Medical  Corps  as  advisor  to 
the  Republic  of  China  in  Taiwan 
on  malaria  control  and  the  U.S. 
Atomic  Energy  Commission  in  ecol- 
ogical surveys  at  the>  Nevada  atom 
bomb  test  site. 

Dr.  Bradshaw  has  composed 
three  symphonies  which  have  been 
performed  by  major  orchestras, 
piano  concertos,  string  quartets, 
sonatas,  band  and  choral  compo- 
sitions. His  “Articles  of  Faith”  was 
performed  by  the  BYU  A Oaopella 
Choir  in  1966  at  the  Music  Educat- 
ors National  Conference.

“A  majority  ...  is  the  only  true  sovere- 
ign of  a free  people.  Whoever  rejects  it  does, 
of  necessity,  fly  into  anarchy  or  to  despo- 
tism. Unanimity  is  impossible;  the  rule  of 
a miniorjty,  as  a permanent  arrangement, 
is  wholly  inadmissable ; so  that,  rejecting 
the  majority  principle,  anarchy  or  despo- 
tism in  some  form  is  all  that  is  left.” 

Such  was  the  astute  and  experienced 
opinion  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

The  purpose  of  this  column  has  been, 
hopefully,  to  express  the  opinion  that  it  is 
the  prerogative  of  the  living  citizens  of 
these  United  States  to  live  and,  if  necessary, 
adjust  their  way  of  life,  their  government 
to  their  needs  and  desires,  acting  with  un- 
derstanding and  good  sense  as  a majority. 
This  does  ndt  mean  the  adoption  of  social- 
ism or  the  abolition  of  the  Constitution  but 
rather  that  we  should  be  simply  and  real- 
istically cognizant  of  what  is-not  only  what 
was. 

In  1816  Jefferson  writing  to  Kercheval 
made  a good  point  when  he  said,  “Let  us 
not  weakly  believe  that  our  generation  is 
not  as  capable  as  another  of  taking  care  of 
itself.  . .Let  us  avail  ourselves  of  our  rea- 
son and  experience  to  correct  the  crude 
essays  of  our  first  and  inexperienced,  al- 
though wise,  virtuous  and  well  meaning 
counsels.” 

FOUNDING  FATHERS 

This  is  Still  valid  today. 

The  Fifth  Article  of  the  Constitution 
evidences  the  fact  that  the  Founding  Fath- 
ers, or  some  of  them,  were  inspired  to  be 
aware  of  the  fact  that  every  people  in 
every  age  are  to  have  the  right  and  oppor- 
tunity to  exercise  their  free  will  righteously 
as  a majority.  This  Article  provides  for 
amendments  by  a thoughtful  majority. 

It  indicates  as  Jefferson  was  always  eager 
to  point  out,  “That  our  Creator  made  the 
earth  for  the  use  of  the  living  and  not  of 
the  dead. . . " 

How  to  use  this  right  to  act  is  the  now

obvious  question.  It  would  appear  that  for 
any  action  to  be  worthwhile  it  must,  among 
oilier  things,  do  as  the  Constitutional  Pre- 
amble suggests  and  promote  the  general 
welfare.  To  do  this  the  action  must  relate 
to  the  needs  of  the  people  both  individually 
and  generally.  This  in  turn  necessitates 
knowledge  and  unbiased,  sincere  concern 
when  making  decisions. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  very  conserva- 
tive (dare  I say  extreme)  elements  in  our 
society  have  neither  logic  nor  knowledge 
concern  applicable  and  related  to  the  needs 
of  society.  They  appear  to  wishfully  think 
that  we  live  in  Utopia  where  there  are  only 
“good  guys”  and  “bad  guys”  and  all  is  seen 
in  black  and  white. 

Color  vision,  except  for  one  unfortunate 
aspect  perhaps,  has  yet  to  reach  the  screen 
of  their  minds.  The  columns  accompanying 
this  one  seem  to  illustrate  the  point  for 
they,  like  the  peace  of  God,  passeth  all 
understanding. 

NOT  PERFECT 

It  is  not  possible  to  here  enumerate  the 
many  misfortunes  which  are  still  to  be  con- 
quered. I am  not  saying  that  the  world  is 
all  rotten  nor  being  pessimistic  but  at  the 
same  time  would  feel  pleased  to  know  that 
the  people  of  this  institution  did  care 
enough  to  seek  applicable  ways  to  fight 
the  errors  of  the  race  with  the  desire  to 
get  involved. 

As  Hubert  Humphrey  pointed  out  when 
on  the  BYU  campus,  loving  your  neighbor 
having  concern,  should  no  longer  be  restrict- 
ed to  one  ‘parish’  or  any  other  boundary. 
Using  the  sensible  right  of  the  rule  of  the 
living  majority,  I hope  that  we  can  find 
the  basis  for  the  right  decisions  and  side,  or 
sides,  to  join  and  with  tolerance  and  con- 
cern, empathy  and  understanding  prove  that 
we  know  the  answer  to  the  question.  “But 
who  is  my  neighbor?”  and  thereby  ensure 
that  all  do  get  the  chance  to  pursue  hap- 
piness with  a life  of  liberty  unrestrained  by 
any  arbitrary  and  incorrect  restrictions. 


Treason,  What  Is  It  ?

Recently  Dr.  Poll  entered  a note  of  pro- 
test against  use  of  the  word  “treason,”  and 
said  that  I applied  the  term  to  “such  things 
as  the  income  tax  and  the  principle  of  one 
man,  one  vote.”  I want  to  thank  Dr.  Poll 
for  helping  clear  up  the  point  that  it  is  im- 
possible for  principles  and  things  to  per- 
form acts  of  treason.  Only  people  can. 

AID  AND  COMFORT 
As  he  pointed  out,  “Treason  against  the 
United  States  shall  consist  only  in  levying 
war  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their 
enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort.” 

Let  us  approach  this  from  another  angle 
in  hopes  that  the  idea  will  not  be  missed 
again. 

In  October  of  1966,  the  President  said, 
“We  intend  to  press  for  legislative  authority 
to  negotiate  trade  agreements  which  could 
extend  most-favored-nation  tariff  treatment 
to  European  Communist  States.  . . . We  will 
reduce  export  controls  on  East-West  trade 
with  respect  to  hundreds  of  non-strategic 


items.  . . . The  Secretary  of  State  is  now 
reviewing  the  possibility  of  easing  the  burd- 
en of  Polish  debts  to  the  United  States.  . 

WORLD  COMMUNISM 

What  this  means  in  simple  language  is 
that  the  United  States  is  increasing  its  sub- 
sidizing of  world  wide  communism. 

One  week  after  the  President’s  an- 
nouncement the  Soviet  Union  and  its  cohorts 
in  crime  agreed  to  grant  North  Vietnam 
the  amount  of  one  billion  dollars  assistance 
in  their  fight  against  us.  The  contribution 
from  Poland  was  to  be  thirty  million  dollars. 

The  President  and  the  Secretary  of  State 
were,  in  effect,  sending  money  to  North 
Vietnam  from  the  pockets  of  the  taxpayers 
in  the  United  States  to  finance  the  butcher- 
ing of  our  soldiers  in  Vietnam. 

I think  we  could  do  without  bridges 
designed  for  our  destruction,  and  that  is 
the  kind  the  President  is  building.  Those 
bridges  are  killing  us  economically  at  home 
and  physically  abroad. 

Again  — I say,  it’s  treason.

Indeed,  take  such  economic  matters  as  property,  prof 
ownership,  control,  etc.  out  of  political  theory  and  it  loi 
all  purpose.  One  can  only  divide  economic  questions  from  1 
political  for  the  sake  of  dealing  with  one  or  the  other  p; 
of  the  whole  more  specifically.  The  main  difference  1 
tween  left  and  right  lies  in  their  concept  of  how,  for  whi 
and  by  whom  goods  and  services  are  to  be  produced  $1 
how  the  production  should  be  controlled  and  the  goods  di-f 
tributed.  The  extreme  on  the  right  usually  favors  unrestric  ( 
ed  free  enterprise ; the  Conservative  likes  the  same  with 
minimum  of  necessary  government  controls. 

SEEKS  RULES 

The  Liberal  seeks  increased  government  roles  in  econ 
mic  spheres,  and  the  radical  left  strives  for  extensive  i 
even  exclusive  state  ownership.  All  other  “purely  politica 
ideas  such  as  constitutions,  forms  of  government,  pan 
platforms  and  to  a large  degree  even  declarations  of  w 
are  only  servants  to  the  master  of  the  economic  questit 
mentioned  above. 

In  order  to  judge  someone  on  the  political  scale  as 
whether  he  is  left  or  right  of  the  center  (and  there  is  i 
such  thing  as  being  ON  this  imaginary  center  line)  a simp 
economic  question  will  often  reveal  much  more  than  par  v 
affiliation.  Where,  for  instance,  a liberal  Republican  nu 
be  much  more  to  the  left  than  a conservative  Demoer 
who  may  well  reach  into  the  right  “outer  limits.”

favored  by  the  House  committee. 

Under  both  plans,  the  order  of 
callup  would  be  dropped,  giving

The  main  difference  between  the 
two  plans  is  that  the  FAIR  system 
would  select  19-year-olds  through 
an  annual  or  semi-annual  lottery, 
while  the  committee’s  plan  would 
select  them  by  birth  dates. 

Meanwhile,  the  Defense  Depart- 
ment Wednesday  announced  an- 
other record  monthly  draft  call  for 
this  year  — 19,900  men  to  be  in- 
ducted in  July,  all  into  the  Army.

The  Requiem  of  Brahms  is  not 
a liturgical  requiem,  as  he  was 
not  a conventionally  religious  man.

Madsen  Led  During 
Growth  Of  Mission 


Truman  G.  Madsen 


The  cold,  hard-shelled  New  Eng- 
lander is  a myth,  according  to  Dr. 
Truman  G.  Madsen,  chairman  of 
the  Dept,  of  History  and  Philosophy 
of  Religion  at  BYU. 

“It  has  always  been  thought  to 
be  a hard-shelled,  formal  place,” 
he  says,  “but  it  is  not.  They’re  just 
wonderful  p e o p 1 e— wonderfully 
warm  and  responsive.” 

Dr.  Madsen  has  had  several 
chances  to  associate  with  New  Eng- 
landers, the  last  when  he  served 
as  president  of  the  New  Englapd 
Mission  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  from 
1962  to  1965. 

According  to  his  report,  3,000 
people  were  baptized  into  the 
Church  in  New  England  during 
those  three  years,  as  many  as  had 
been  baptized  in  the  previous  thirty 
years  in  that  mission. 

Dr.  Madsen  credits  the  Mormon 
Pavilion  at  the  New  York  Worlds’ 
Fair,  appearances  by  the  Taber- 
nacle Choir,  and  an  active  youth 
program  with  much  of  the  mis- 


sions’ success  during  those  three 
years. 

“We  got  as  many  as  500  referrals 
a week  through  the  Worlds’  Fair,” 
he  reported,  “and  we  found  some 
choice  people  through  them.” 

Young  people  also  contributed  to 
the  missionary  work.  After  hearing 
the  gospel,  many  took  the  message 
to  their  parents. 

LDS  Missionaries  were  able  to 
convert  over  200  college  students 
from  the  more  than  70  institutions 
of  higher  learning  in  the  Boston 
area  during  those  three  years.
